SUIZA Co, in GENEVA, Messrs. DOEKPIN CJLAUS and MENKE are under 
contract with HISPANO SUIZA only for special aspects of their 
work* The Company of BRINRO LTD, has been formed to evade the 
Swiss Government regulations controlling the availability of 
patents to the outside world. 

4* Messrs. DOERPIN GHAUS and MENKE have stated that the 

immediate object of BRINRO is to find a suitable market for an 
electric fuse which they are developing, as well as a device 
which thoy term a "light trigger for torpedoes". The former, 
they say, is an electric fuse which does not employ valves of 
any sort and has a total weight of only 125 #ns. At the 
moment it is designed for use either as a delayed action fuse 
or a self-destruction fuse for secret apparatus. The light 
trigger, in the process of final development, is claimed to be 
able to keep a torpedo at a constant level fran the surface and 
to "home" on a vessel with certainty from a maximum distance of 
It Kms. It is further claimed that there is no known counter 
measure which can be taken by a ship to throw the torpedo off 
its course* Mr. DOERPIN CHAUS was working on this device for 
the Germans during the last war.
